They vary in color 
from a. beautiful pink to a waxy white. Household 
size hives are often pale at the center and pink 
around the edges, the edema being so intense that it 
sqeezes the blood from the central part. They vary 
in size from wheat kernels to whoppers as big as 
your hand, and occasionally one- sees urticaria! 
•ivheals a foot or ir.ore in diameter—giant hives. The 
angry looking swelling in giant hives is often mis- 
taken for inflammation. bu£ comes and goes too 
suddenly for that. Giant, hives is'otherwise known 
as angioueurotic edema, and sometimes as Quincke's 
disease because Quincke was one of the first to des- 
cribe it. Dr. Bannister really described it here in 
America a few years before Quincke, but somehow 
we always like to have our new diseases imported 
from abroad. 
Often, there is a feverish condition with an out- 


break of hives, and almost always there is some 
malaise, but some victims just seem to break out j 
and itch—and say damn. In children the stomach 
is likely to be upset with the onset of hives. In 
older persons there is commonly some digestive 
disturbance. 
First, then, ease off on the diet . A brief fast, 


or a near fast for 24 hours, is generally advisable. 
Boiled rice and water, or bread and water, or just 
orange or apple or baked potato, makes a good diet 
for a day or two. Anyhow, take no meat, fowl. 
ess or fish. A bottle of solution of magnesium ci- 
trate make san agreeable saline cathartic. Always 
make sure you have no "company." Tou never can 
tell till you look, these days. Milk of magnesia may 
be a preferable laxative or cathartic If the stomach 
is very sour. The calcium lactate or calcium chlorid 
treatment, as for hay fever and asthma, proves val- 
uable in some case,s of long drawn out hives. As 
Drs. Hollender and Novak have shown, it is gener- 
ally necessary to combine small doses of thyroid 
with the calcium treatment to make it effective, to 
insure the utilization of the calcium to supply the 
deficiency in the blood. 
" 
For the itching, calamln lotion with very weak 


carbolic solution is generally satisJactory; zinc 
oxide and calamln, of each two drains; glycerin, one 
dram; lime water, three- ounces; 5 per cent carbolic 
solution (1 to 20), one ounce. This solution should 
be dabbed on, not rubbed.

' I 
Moreover, the novel crusader is waging what looks 


*^ like a winning fight against at least one of Nippon's 
most characteristic institutions—the geisha system, cen- 
turies old. 


Against legalized vice. too. Jazz is launching a. vigorous 


attack, with not quite the same degree of success as In 
his other campaign, it is true, and yet effectively enough 
to have roused the recognized national association to 
alarmed action in self-defense. 


To be sure. Jazz has two strong allies in his warfare on 


the geisha girl. 


Japan's womanhood is on his side. 
Then, too, the geisha's day in Japan was nearly passed 


in any case. The geisha was an institution of old Nippon— 
o£ the period o£ woman's recognized inferiority to man. 
This period is drawing swiftly toward Us close. Japanese 
women in ever-increasing numbers are refusing to accept 
the doctrine of their inferiority. And, surprisingly, It de- 
velops that the men are little inclined to insist upon the 
point. 


All this is just a part o£ the occidentajization of Japan. 


THE FEMININE TOUCH 


Everyone has heard -of the geisha, but most persons who 


have not lived in Japan have an imperfect idea of her 
place in Japanese society. 
The geisha is a professional 


entertainer. 
The very name—"ge:sha"—implies a person 


of pleasing accomplishments. Her morals may be—though 
it must be confessed they are not always—as pure as the 
snow-white cherry blossom. She is hired by the hour to 
talk, to sing, to pour sake (rice wine), and in general to 
efford the feminine touch to a party. 


If the Japanese woman mingled in society as docs her 


occidental sister, the geisha would have no place in the 
scheme of things. Heretofore such mingling has been out 
of the question. 
A man never dreamed of inviting his 


wife to a party; hta men friends would have been deeply 
shocked. Instead, he would order a number of geisha, 
usually specifying their names and indicating' the length 
of time they would be needed. 


The geisha system permits the parents of girls whom 


they feel incapable of supporting to sell them, when they 
ere but mere children of from 7 to 12 years old. 


Given into the hands of masters of geisha schools, these 


girls are taught music, flower arrangement, dancing, sing- 
ing and the art of making themselves agreeable. 


Hundreds oJ yen ere presumed to be expended on this 


training, and, under contract with her employer, the girl 
must pay it all back before she is permuted to return to 
the world as freed. 


While the geisha is not necessarily vicious or immoral, 


the fact remains that she' is subject to conditions and 
environment which make-her position, to say the least, 
precarious. 


WESTERN INFLUENCE 


Under a recent decision, no doubt inspired by tbe growth 


of western influence, the appellate court of Osaka has 
established a precedent in permitting an IS-year-old geisha 
to break e. "slave" contract with her employer in order

to marry the man of her heart. 


Tha government imposes a tax o£ 2 yen a month 


OB the actual singing girls and 1 yen z. month on 
the apprentices. 


Before tbe great earthquake and fire there were 


live principal geisha quarters in Tokyo—Shim- 
bashi, Akasaka, Yanagibashi, Yoshico and Nihom- 
bashl—and perhaps a dozen others of lesser im- 
portance. All these were swept by fire. 


Many of the houses have now been reconstruct- 


ed, but the principal quarters et present are 
Kagurazaka. In north Tokyo; Shinagawa, a town 
between Tokyo and Yokohama, and Ninohashi. in 
south Tokyo. Many of the third end fourth class 
bouses (classes are regulated by price) are Intact 
and they are of course crowded. 


DIFFERENT TODAY 


All this might appear to indicate "business as 


usual." But here is where the spirit of New Japan 
asserts itself. 


The younger generation of Japanese woman 


looks with small favor on the geisha system. She 
has no fancy for her husband to spend considerable 
sums of money in hiring geisha to entertain his 
fnends, and, moreover, she would like some fun 
herself. 


Western dancing unquestionably afforded the 


most immediate breach In the wall or oriental social 
etiquette. 
A start had been mace before the 


disaster; since, the practice of western dancing 
has increased tremendously. 


Dance halls have sprung up in Tokyo; cabarets 


are no longer unknown; end at every Imperial 
Hotel affair there are two or three score of Japa- 
nese girls cither gliding about the floor in kimono 
and zorl or eagerly watching the other dancers. 


It is easier for Japanese girls to learn to dance 


rinco the earthquake disaster swept most of 
Tokyo's foreign women back to their homes. Tho 
remaining foreign men are more willing to dance 
with Japanese girls, and every girl teaches her 
friends. 


Jazz music appeals to both men and women, 


apparently, and In public and private parties the

Japanese men—who, after all, are much like other 
men In relation to their womankind—are being 
persuaded that their own wives and women friends 
can provide entertainment at least as enjoyable as, 
and far cheaper than, that of the geisha. 


QUITE EXPENSIVE 


Geisha of the first class and of widespread repute 


charge almost what they please, and Yen 40 or 
more an evening is not uncommon. (A yen is about 
42 cents by current exchange.) 


The day Is divided into hour-and-a-half periods, 


starting at 4:30 p. m. and running to midnight, and 
the Charge is by the period. The first period $3 
from 4:30 to 6, for example, but if the geisha stayed 
til! 7 one would pay for two periods. 


Even with charges running from Yen 6.40 to as 


low as Yen 2 a period, it may be seen that a geisha 
party with several geisha in attendance might 
easily run to considerable money. 


And why, questions the modern Japanese* wo- 


man, should one's husband spend this money on 
geisha while oka-san sits home alone? Why should 
even the less expensive oshaku (little girls—literal- 
ly, "pourers" of sake-) be hired when one's own 
•women-folk yearn to dance In western style? 


This question is becoming Increasingly hard to 


answer as occiden'a! dincins becomes more com- 
mon and as closer social contact of tho sexes 
grows. Ten years ago the young boy student would 
not have been seen upon tho street with a girl; 
now he "waika ojt" jus: as does his cousin in 
Chicago or London. 


Geisha houses may be rebuilt; clamors may bo 


raised for "tho good old customs"; but unle-ss 
Japanese womankind alters her present course, tho 
days of the geisha in Tokyo and in all Japan aro 
numbered. 


STRONGLY INTRENCHED 


But vice is strongly Intrenched and fights back 


more vigorously than the gentte geisha. 


Ja?z, on his sMe, has. the backing of both foreign 


and Japanese religious bodies, which protested ve- 


hemcr.tly against rebuilding of Tokyo's Yoshiwara, 
the "nightlcss city" kn»wn throughout the world. 


Nevertheless the work of reconstruction did 


start, without interferencs from the authorities, 
whiio the embers of tho fire which destroyed it 
we-re still warm. It has progressed now to a point 
where tho greater part of the district—a largo and 
populous area laid out in n<-at rectangles entirely 
d.ffercnt from most of haphazard Tokyo—shows 
no sign o£ the recent disaster. 


In fact, the new Yoshiwara will bo far more 


attractive to the eye than was the old. The for- 
mer concrete structures cannot be rebuilt at pres- 
ent because of city-wide restrictions upon perma- 
nent structures, pending decision upon a now 
Tokyo plan, and Ft, everywhere there have arisen 
attractive buildings of wood, left unpainted after 
the Japanese custom. 


MODERN EFFICIENCY 


Trees have been brought in, gardens rebuilt, 


and—to add a touch of modern "efficiency moth- 
O'ls" to the situation—trade has been stimulated 
by adoption of «. convenient fixed schedule of 
tariffs for different classes of houses, together with 
a .vvison ticket arrangement for regular visitors.

The name Yoshiwara is- applied only to one dis- 


trict, in Tokyo; there are similar, but smaller, dis- 
tricts in the capital, and in other cities they go by 
other names. Tho generic name would be "yu- 
joba" or "kuruwa," though the place-name is ordi- 
narily used by those familiar with the city. 


MANY HUNDREDS 


Tokyo's Yoshiwara apparently got its name from 


o. group of courtesans who came to the capital— 
then called Ycdo—from Moto-Yoshiwara early in 
the 17th century, when the city first burst into 
prominence. 


This group, numbering 20 or 30, settled on the 


site of tho present segresatcd district and were 
later joined by others when a reformer named 
Shoji conducted a purification campaign in 1617. 
The number now reaches many hundreds.

confused with the geisha. Neither are they slaves, 
although, like the geisha, they must pay a fee to 
leave tho houses to which they aro attached.

Monthly Weighing and Rec- 
ord Keeping for the Child.

The pre-school age is the golden one 


for a habit formation and character 
building. There are many health ac- 
tivities that the partents and guard- 
ians of children of this age should 
carry out with the assistance "of the 
family physician and public health 
nurse. 
i 
There should be a regular monthly 


weighing and measuring of the child, 
keeping1 a careful record; consultations 
and health supervision by a physician 
with a complete physical examination 
at least twice a year, or oftener when 
needed; follow-up work by the nurse 
in the homes, urging correction of de- 
fects, arranging for special care, and 
seeing that children return to health 
centers for regular examination: pro- 
vision for dental care under dentists 
or dental hygienists; and inducting 
the child into health habits through 
its daily activities. 


The pre-school child, that is, the 


child beween two and six years, is 
peculiarly susceptible to infectious dis- 
eases, such 
as measles, 
whooping 


cough, diphtheria and scarlet fever. 
Ho should, therefore, be kept away 
irom other 
children who have had 


these diseases. "We should employ the 
successful 
immunizations 
against 


these diseases, vaccination for small- 
pox, -toxin-antitoxin 
for dipthcria. 


anti-typhoid innoculation for typhoid 
fever and immune blood serum for 
measles.

It is the age 
of low mortality 
from tuberculosis 


but of high degree of infectivlty. Nino 
ty per cent of tuberculosis is acquir 
ed in childhood. 
That Is why we must take defl 


nite steps to prevent activity of tu. 
bercular 
germs among pre-schoo 


children. The young child must be 
given only pasteurized or'boiled mill* 
and kept from the environment of ad 
ults who have tuberculosis. 


Malnutrition often begins In the 


pre-school period from bad habits o 
eoting, unwholesome or badly bal 
anccd diet, over-stimulation, or fat 
igue and too little rest. 


Health efforts should begin with 


the baby. Ho should be kept out o 
crowds, and away from other chil 
dren with baby diseases. Ho shoulc 
not be promiscuously kissed or fond 
led. his playthings should not be all 
lowed to roll around in the streets one 
germ-laden 
pavements. He 
shoulc 


sleep in his own bed and not with 
adults. He should have plenty of fresh 
moving air. 


Tho longer the child's diseases can 


be deferred, the better for the babj 
because time will give him a chance 
to build up resistance.
